At the conclusion of the 
address, Dr. Hillyer was called upou 
and made a few remarks. He fully in- 
dorsed the views of the speaker and 
gave the colored people some excellent 
advice, saying that they must sustain 
their teacher by heartily co-operating 
wich and aiding his efforts. @ were 
were pleased with Mr. Ware. He is a: 
graduate of Yale college and a polished 
gentleman. In devoting his time to 
the education of the colored people we 
believe he is doing a good work. From
